REVOLUTION IN CHILI 

Some Startling Facte Juet 
Made Public. 



A VERITABLE REIQN OF TERROR. 

Baluia«:ed!t a Tyrant Aeeoriling to Hi.- 
Story of Three Men Kow In New York 
City — r<tren|{th ttf tlie Itev iltill.inNtK. 
Ariiit Mild Aniiii 111! it iiiu hi (jri:at l>e- 
iiiHiid. 

New York, June 23.— Many startling 
facts in connection with the revolution 
now r;'-i'ig in Chili, which throw light 
upon t'li' -ocity and lie-; oti-in <'t' 'jal- 
miiceda. are now „'iveii to the j ii'iiir for 
the first time ihroiigh the United i'„ ; . 

The three gentlemen, two of W'l. ui 
are pro'idneut Chilians, from win 1:1 
these facts are obtained, are at preseoi 
in New York, having arrived here last 
week. They liave witnessed the cond n < t 
of the revolution from its inception, and 
speak from actual knowledge. 

Tl)(» comhiiiMlstoriM of the three show 
that Balmaceda is well termed "The 
Tyrant." In Santiago, where his Dead- 
quarters are. no one daires to utter a 
word against him. He has caused .1 
cross of red to he painted on all the 
houses of people whom he suspects are 
not wholly in synipathv with him, and 
into thdiM mark'eil residences hif police 
and soldiers go at any hour of the duy or 
night. They ransack the rooms on the 
ground that they are looking for revolu- 
tionists who are supposed to be hidden 
there. The soldiers demand wine and 
food, and after having as good a time as 
they wi.sh, depart, omy to repeat the of- 
fense in some other marked residence. 

The iK^ople in these houses are for- 
bidden to lock their doors. 

No one is allowed to ride on horse- 
back through the streets after 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon; no three persons are al- 
lowed to walk the streets m company at 
any time of the day, and no two persons 
can stand and converse on the street. 
It is a veritable reign of terror for all 
who either through fear or interest 
have failed to cast their fortunes with 
Balmaceda. 

The store keepers, and all who employ 
laborers, have to furnish each one with 
a tag showing that they are regularly 
employed by such a merchant at such a 
place. If the laborer is canght on the 
street going to or from his work v^«ith- 
out this tag he is gobbled up by the 
soldiers of Balmaceda and impressed 
into his service. This system exists in 
Valparaiso also. 

One of the gentlemen referred to was 
walkin;' along the street past a jailyard, 
and he beard some terrible shrieks from 
some one on the other side of the wall. 
He iuouired of a soldier the cause and 
was told that some of Balmaceda's sol- 
diers were punishing a man who had re- 
fused to work for him, by driving ta< ks 
and pins into his hands and fingers. The 
next day he saw a horrible punishment 
meted out to a Chilian who had been 
heard to s.ay that he was willing to work 
his hands off for the revolutiomsts. The 
jKwr fellow's hands were placed on a 
block and his fingers pounded to a jelly 
by a big mallet in the hands of a soIQier. 
He was then told that he could work his 
hands any way he wanted to for any 
one. 

The New Yorker denounced the affair 
to a friend — a resident of Santiago, who 
was with him. I'lie next day his friend 
was missing nor did he show up again. 
The New York nuui returned to Valpa- 
raiso, and just before he sailed he re- 
ceived a messa^je from his friend saying 
that he had been looked up by Balme- 
ceda's men, accused of being a revolu- 
tionist symiMtthizer. 

The weak point of the revolutionists 
is the lack uf anus and ammunition. 
The forces of the revoiutioiiists number 
at present 8,000 men fully armed and 
e«inipped. Cotild the necessary arms be 
secured the uumlwr would at once be 
increased to over 10,000. There are 
now at Huasco, Vallenar. Freirna and 
Carrizal, bodies of men- in all some 
0,(W)0— who are only waiting to get arms 
and ammui'.it^jn before they take up 
the march against Balmaceda. Attiie 
smaller places on the coast, as far north 
as Arica, are similar companies of 
wt)nld-be Soldiers, The arms for these 
men were on the Itata, kud ha<l they se- 
( iired them v. ith what ammunition the 
Itata <un' the Chilian revolution 
would have -en settled in short order. 

IJalmact U-. s army consists of So.UOO 
men well eiM:o)j)ed. Of these oidy 3,000 
are of the < regular standing army; 
the rest aie ■■ cniils forced into service.

twenty t imo.J. 1 also saw a letter from 
the intend' i.ie of one of tile southern 
provinces \>iitteii to Balmaceda, in 
whii h he taid, 'I regret being un- 
able to send j ou a larger number of vi I 
uuteers owing to the scarcity of hand- 
cuffs:' so you can see what sort of fight- 
ing materiii! (balmac eda ha.s to ronnt on. 
He pays tiie ollin rs of his army extra 
wages t(j keeo them in good humor, and 
to have thtm rule the troops with an 
iron hand. •■ lief ore we left Valparaiso. 1 
was almost eonvmced that Balmaceda 
would win the fight, so great did his 
l)ower seem, but the farther north we 
got the more I was impressed with the 
nnnihers and determination of the nto- 

lutionists." 

The generals of Balmaceda's army, ae 
well as tlie princiital officers, are said tO 
be su|>erior in military training tO thoee 
of the revidiitiouists' forces. 

One or the most proinmeut leaders of 
the revolutionists — Don Pedro Moutt, is 
said to be on board the Pacific Mail 
steamship City of Para which will ar- 
rive here on .nine 34, It is said he comes 
to confer with the aatlu>rities at Wash-

London, June 88.— The report of the 

leprosy commission, which has been ii. 
quiring since November last into tlie 
conditions tmder which this di.sease 
spreads and breeds in India, is approach- 
ing completion. The commission is now 
sitting at Simla, preparing its report, 
which will present the most ezhanstive, 
scientific study of the subject ever given 
to the world. The commission, which 
is composed of medical e.^jierts, lia.« vi.>- 
ited leper hospitals and studied the con- 
dition of lejier.-i in jirison. in street* and 
in some isolated le])er communities. 
Every part of India where leprosy pre- 
vails has been loealh- studied with a 
view to aseertaiTii?^^'iow far conditions 
of environment a -si^.i m tiro])ogati}ig the 
disease.

THE ESM ERALDA WORSTED 

In an Attempt to Forcibly Take Pre- 
visions trnm an Island — Fifty Killed. 

Washin<ito\. .Tune 'j:!. - The Chilian 
legation in this city has received a tele- 
gram from I'eru which says in snbslani'e 
that when the war ship Esmeralda, after 
her voyage to San Diego, arrived at the 
Tabos guano islands, the captain, being 
short of provisions, landed fifty men to 
take possession of the provisions on the 
islands. The employes and woiijing- 
men ii care of the isUuids attacked the 
men from the veasel, killing them and 
taking possession of their arms. The 
Esmeralda fired eighty shots, exhausting 
her ammunition. 

The dispatch concluded as follows: 
"It is false that the Chilian government 
derived any benefit from the Tabos 
islands, whose works have been stopjied 
since January. Perfect order reigns in 
Chili, and the army, well disciplined, is 
an.xious to go to Tarapaca and make an 
end of the mtr.ite s])eciilators."

St. Louis, June 88.— A race riot be- 
tween laborers employed by Contractor 
Woriday at the Chain of Rooks, where 
the Hew water works are bein^ con- 
fltrncttMl. (ici nrml at 3 o'clock .Suiiilay 
luoniiiitr. ill wliicli one Itiiluui was ilan- 
fferonsly HtaMicd. over twenty of hi;' 
fellow-countrymen drivfu from the 
camp and their valuHbk-s and mc^ney 
confiscated by the gang of AmericHns 
and other laborers makbig the attack. 

The riot was piimarilv caused by the 
admittance Into camp of a lot of Italian 
laborers and the report that Contractor 
Workley had gone to Chicago for more. 
All Saturday a feeling of rerolt against 
the employment of Italian labor had 
bean gdniiig in strength and bitterness. 
At soon at the laboivrs were iwid off in 
the aTeniog, th^y congregated at a 
Mloon Just outside the city limitfl, where 
tttnr remained gambling and drinking 
bM whiaky until the entire party were 
encT drank. 

Aoont 1 o'clock Sunday morning the 
party brak* up and started for their 
■leaping qnartiBrs. On the way over 
■ome one suggested that they ••drive ont 
the d— Duoea." The idea took like 
wUdflia ana tha drunken crowd rudied 
into tha tenta of the sleeping for^gnera, 
■rmad with sticks, clubs, Imlves and 
wb*tav«r else they could lay their hands 
on. The fight dud not last long. The 
ItaUanaware at too great adisadvan- 
taga. and after a brief resistance they 
fladin terror, leaving behind all their 
Mtajrings. They carried away Cata- 
Um francisoo, one of their comrades, 
fatally wounded bv a stab bi the breast. 

Tha Italians made their way to this 
city, where OafMported the matter to 
the police, and nancisco was taken to 
tta city hospital, where his 
wounds were dreosed. At the camii 
their departure was followed by a scene 
of pillage. Their valises, bundles and 
pa ck agee were broken open and the con- 
tailts stolen. A rigid investigation was 
inunediately begun by the police. an(l 
the following arresti< made: Edward 
Maaley, J. H. Jones. Michael Cahill, 
William Blair. William ( '. Brooks. Fred 
Leader and John Shiller. These men 
profeas ignorance of tlie attju k on the 
Italians, and say thev were awakened 
by a commotion and merely aided in 
drlTins from camp tha diawubata of 
their slumbers. 

Italian Consul Dominico Giiinochio is 
ia ind ignant over the attack on his conn- 
trjriuen , and will doubtless enter intw a 
OOrraapondence with his government on 
the anoject.
